The funeral 
services » of William 
Lambertson, who was found dead at 
his home in Straughns Sunday after­ 
noon will be held at the home tomor­ 
row afternooin. 
He ¡had gone to the 
bam to milk and was found dead a 
few hours later by a member bf the 
family. 
Physicians found tha't an 
artery in the 
region of the heart 
bursted. It is supposed that he died 
while in the act of stooping over to 
milk the cow. He is 
survived by a 
widow and several children. 


It has since developed 
that the 
robbers that infested 'the north part 
of the eity Sunday night and Mon­ 
day morning, were not content with 
entering five houses, but broke into 
nine homes. 
Four residents did not 
report ¡their troubles to the police 
nor did it become generally known 
uhtil today that the burglar opera­ 
tions were more general than was at 
first anticipated. There may be many 
more homes in that part of the city 
which were entered, but if there are, 
the families have not yet made it 
public. The police say that they have 
no clues on the series of burglaries 
which were committed, nor have they 
any opinions as to whether or not 
it is the w*ork of 
local talent. 
It 
seems very evident that they worked 
with great stealth and swiftness to 
enter nine houses and not awaken 
any of the sleeper^ except in two in­ 
stances. 
Thieves entered the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Floyd at 33 West 
Tenth street by the 
only 
window 
which was open and ransacked the 
house from top to 
bottom. 
They 
searched all of Mr. Floyd’s clothes 
but failed to find any money, carry­ 
ing his pants into another 
room 
where they left them. 
They over­ 
looked Some money which was in the 
house and carried Mr. Floyd’s Shirt 
out in the yard, with the intent, so 
Mrs. Floyd believes, of wearing it, 
but found that it would not fit. 
The members of the Floyd family 
believe that they were chloroformed 
'or that something was thrown in the 
house to make them sleep soundly as 
they were either sick or suffered with 
a violent headache, when they awak­ 
ened yesterday morning. 
The Floyd 
girl complained of being sick on ac­ 
count of a very nauseating odor in 
the house. 
Other members of the 
family noticed a peculiar smell in the 
house and soon discovered that their 
home had been visited by burglars 
y 
Mrs. Floyd declares that she is very 
easily awakened and for that reason 
she believes something was put in the 
room to stupify them. 
She asserts 
¡that she does not see how it was 
possible for anyone to take her hus­ 
band’s clothes from the foot of the 
bed without awakening 
her. 
They 
traced the robber’s tracks around 
the house, showing that he had tried 
every window in ¡the house before he 
found the one that was n'ot locked. 


Tt has just been learned that the 
Glaska home in North Sexton street 
was burglarized the same night. The 
(thieves sttole a pocketbook, which 
was found in the alley in the same 
neighborhood. 
It contained nothing 
of value. 
Dora Glaska remembers 
that she heard someone downstairs 
Monday night, but supposed that it 
was a member of the family who was 
up. % 
The home cf Mr. and Mrs. Sam 
Birch at ¡the comer of Ninth and Oli­ 
ver streets was 
entered the 
same 
night, but nothing of value was stol­ 
en. They ransacked the whole house. 
Just across the street on the cor­ 
ner the thieves burglarized the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Elling. 
There 
they were unsuccessful as they were 
all over the city. 
So far as can be 
learned their raid on the eight houses 
was practically fruitless with the ex­ 
ception of seven or eight dollars.

When it became generally known 
today that 'the majority of the Legis­ 
lature in Indianapolis planned to re­ 
peal the county local option law com­ 
pletely and do away with the Proctor 
amending bill, which was just passed 
after a hard fight, and supplant it 
with a liquor law, which it is believed 
will stand the constitutionality test 
better than 'the one just passed, the 
“drys” here were up in -arms. 
They 
are righteously indignant at the ac­ 
tion of the Democratic party caucus, 
since it places the “dry” forces in a 
compromising condition, where they 
may have to hold another 
election 
and where they may have to undo 
and do over all of the work which 
they have already accomplished. 
The prevailing opinion seems to be 
that if the present law is repealed 
and a newr one substituted that a lo­ 
cal option election in Rushville will 
not be legal under the present law. 
Even if It should be legal, it would 
open a way for the “wets” so 
the 
“drys” declare, 4 o attack the legality 
of the election and would cause end­ 
less litigation, which w’ould evolve 
the temperance 
forces in 
useless 
costs, which they do not desire, 
^ t 
the same time the “drys” fear that 
that, which they ¡have beeh attempt­ 
ing to liead-off—the return of the 
saoons to Rushville—•‘Would result. 
An entire new local option law will 
be rewritten. 
This will he done in 
order to allay all fears ¡that the Proc­ 
tor law, passed a few 
weeks 
ago, 
amends 
an 
unconstitutional 
act. 
Judges Montgomery and Jordan of 
the Supreme court held the county 
option unconstitutional. It was 'their 
opinion that the county 
option act 
was an act to prohibit, instead of an 
act 'to regulate and restrict the sale 
of liquor, as the title of the county 
option law provided. 
The local “drys” expect to con­ 
tinue their campaign for votes and 
will work with the intention of hold­ 
ing ¡the election. They feel that pos­ 
sibly something might happen which 
would defeat the majority’s 
plans. 
In case the election Is held 
before 
the Proctor law is repealed and the 
citv votes “dry” would remain in that

It seems very likely that 
Ben Noble will be tried for the mur­ 
der of Albert Sprague at that time. 
The thing 
that is 
worrying the 
eoufit most just now is the kind of 
defense which Noble will have. He is 
anxious that the man have the very 
best of defense as he believes that he 
should be given a fair show for liis 
life. 
Judge Blair declares that ibis 
is a very important item, especially 
since Ralph Sprague, prosecutor of 
the Deeatur-Baftholomew district, in 
which district the ease was tried 
once and the 
jury 
disagreed, and 
James Cox, a prominent attorney of 
Columbus, will assist Dennis O’Neil, 
prosecutor of this 
district, in the 
proseeuftion of the case. 
Noble « aid 
that an Indianapolis law firm had 
promised to defend him, but the court 
is unable to get anything dcfinne out 
of the firm. 
The Indianapolis attor­ 
neys will not say whether they will 
defend him. The time for the trial is 
approaching and still Noble is w:;h- 
out defense. 
Judge Blair has been 
considering 
the appointment of an 
attorney to 
work up a suitable defense for Noble 
and in fact be had about made up his 
mind ¡to do so, but now he finds that 
he has another stumbling block in 
his path. 
He held a conference with 
ITmrh Wickens of Columbus, judge of 
the Decatur circuit court yesterday 
evening and then learned that there 
were ny> funds to pay attorneys fees 
'to the lawyer that he contemplated 
appointing. 
He laarned from Judge 
Wickens that no appropriation bad 
been made for attorneys’ fees for 
Noble, as they w’ould have to be paid 
by Decatur county since the erim" 
was committed there. 
Judge Wiek- 
ens told Judge Blair tha't the feeling 
in Decatur 
county 
is so 
strong 
against Noble that he doubted very 
much whether 
or not the 
county 
council would appropriate money for 
such a purpose.

JUDGE DURHAM DEAD 


Old est Alumnus of Dep auw University 


Passes Away. 
Lex ington, Kv „ Feb. 14 —Ju dge Mil­ 
ton R. Du rham is dead here after a 
long illness. Ju dge Du rham was for­ 
merly comptroller of the United States 
treasu ry , former member of congress 
fro m Kentu cky for three terms, past 
grand sire of the order of Odd Fellow’s, 
an eminent lawy er, ju rist and pub­ 
licist. He was born at Berry v ille, Ky ., 
on May 6 , 1824, and has for the past 
twrenty y ears been a resident of Lex ­ 
ington.

Women May Be Given Right to 


Vote In Gities. 


THEY ARE PUSHING CLAIMS 


The Keegan Bill to Giv e Wo men Right 
to Vo te at City Electio ns Has Many 
Suppo rters, and It Is No t Unlikely 
That This Measure Will Surv iv e the 
Ax man— Wo men’s Leader Demands 
Co nsideratio n. 


Indianap olis, Feb. 
14.—This 
week 
th e women m ay hav e an inning in the 
house on the question of equal suffrage. 
Both the bills on suffrage for women 
hav e been rep orted fav orably by the 
house com m ittee on elections. 
The 
rep orts w ere unanim ous. 
It was ev i­ 
dent th a t the com m ittee was disposed 
to tak e the issue to the floor for dis­ 
cussion. 
The bills are likely to be 
called up in the next few days. 
A public hearing, attended by 250 or 
300 women was held at the house 
cham ber at the tim e the elections com­ 
m ittee had the suffrage bills under 
consideration. 
Mrs. 
A ntoinette 
D. 
Leach of Sulliv an, a p racticing attor­ 
ney, was the chief sp eaker at the pub­ 
lic hearing. 
She is the Indiana state 
organizer for the W om an Suffrage as­ 
sociation. 
Mrs. Leach argued for the 
adoption of a resolution which is pro­ 
v ided for in the H edrick bill, and 
which calls for an am endm ent to the 
constitution of the state 
to p erm it 
women to v ote at all elections. 
The Keegan bill to giv e women the 
right to v ote a t city elections has 
many sup p orters, and it is believ ed 
th a t this m easure m ay surv iv e, with a 
few m inor am endm ents. 
Co nstitutio nal Changes So ught. 
At th e caucus of D em ocratic m em ­ 
bers of the legislature last night it was 
decided to adop t certain am endm ents 
to the state constitution which should 
be subm itted to the people for ratifi­ 
cation a t a sp ecial election. 
The p ro­ 
posed am endm ents would prov ide th at 
all state and county officers should ex­ 
tend for a period of four years, all 
state officials to be elected in “off 
years” ; th at the general assem bly hold 
two sessions, the first of forty-fiv e days 
for introduction of bills, the second 
of sixty days for the consideration of 
the sam e, th e salaries of the m em bers 
to be increased from $6 to $10 a day; 
registration and poll tax receip t as 
qualifications to suffrage; increasing 
th e sup rem e court m em bership from 
fiv e to elev en, and giv ing the legisla­ 
tu re power to prov ide for the qualifi­ 
cation of law yers. 
The com m ittee exp ects to hav e the 
bill p assed by the general assem bly 
and approv ed by the gov ernor w ithin 
the next ten days. 
The caucus also decided to enact a 
new local option law in order to allay 
susp icion th at the p resent law will not 
stand the test of the courts. 
The senate, by a v ote of 23 to 17, 
killed the recall bill, w hich has ex­ 
cited much discussion. 
The house p assed the K eegan child 
labor bill by a v ote of 70 to 22. 
To Bar Liquo r at Clubs. 
Senator Tilden’s bill to p rohibit the 
sale or distribution of liquors at social 
clubs specifies th at it shall be unlawful 
for any club, society or association of 
p ersons to sell, b arter or giv e away 
any intoxicating liquors, or to keep the 
sam e for distribution am ong its m em ­ 
bers, or to any other p ersons, and 
m akes it unlaw ful for any liquor to be I 
kep t by such organiations 
a t their 
j 
p laces of m eeting. 
It is prov ided th at j 
any stew ard, caretak er or other p er­ 
son in charge, or any other person i 
who assists 
in the distribution of ! 
liquors at the m eeting p laces of such | 
clubs or organiations shall be guilty of 
a m isdem eanor and fined from $10 to j 
$100 for the first offense, and for the 
j 
second offense shall receiv e a sentence j 
of from th irty days to six m onths in j 
the county jail or w orkhouse. 
A nother section of the bill prov ides 1 
th a t any p lace w here liquors are dis­ 
tributed by such organizations shall 
j 
be declared a nuisance. 
A sum m ons 
m ay be serv ed, a court hearing held, 
and if the p lace be declared a nuisance 
th e sales shall be abated. 
In such 
cases the sheriff would he authorized 
to a rre st all p ersons hav ing to do with 
the distribution of liquor in the future, 
and to destroy all liquor found. 
The public m orals com m ittee of the ! 
house will hold a public hearing to­ 
night at th e house cham ber on tno t 
P roctor saloon regulation bill. 
It is j 
said th a t no tim e will be lost in the | 
house in adv ancing the liquor reguln- i 
tion bill, following the hearing. 
The Ho rd and Draper Claims. 
Gov ernor M arshall has suggested to j 
a rep resentativ e of the W. D. H ord in­ 
terests, seeking p aym ent of a claim 
fo r $63,585 before th e general assem - 
J 
bly fo r alleged work in connection with 
collecting th e Indiana civ il w ar claim, 
that the entire m atter be w ithdraw n 
fro m the general assem bly, and th at 
the sup rem e court be v ested with ju r­ 
isdiction to determ ine w hether or not 
the claim is owing. 
If the gov ernor’s 
suggestio n is adop ted th e 
atto rney 
general will be Instructed to resist the 
pay ment o f the claim befo re the co urt. 
The suggestio n also ex tends to the 
Drapier claim fo r $29,000, held by W. 
H. Drapier to be due fo r wo rk per­ 
fo rmed in co nnectio n with repo rting 
sessio ns o f the legislature many y ears 
ego .

Rome, Feb. 14.—Rap hael Rallo, one 
of Sicily’s m ost dreaded brigand chiefs, 
in com pany with one of his lieutenants 
nam ed Finazzo, was arrested a t Pal­ 
erm o after a desp erate battle with 
tw elv e disguised policemen, who had 
shadowed the two men for some time. 
W hen 
the brigands 
w ere 
finally 
ov erpow ered and taken to jail it was 
observ ed th at both were fashionably 
dressed and had thousands of lire in 
th eir pockets, besides v aluable jew els 
which w ere ev idently a p art of their 
plunder. 
Rallo is charged w ith a long list 
of 
m urders and robberies. 
He com m and­ 
ed a band of th irty desp erate men, who 
hav e long harried the prov ince of P al­ 
ermo. 
The gov ernm ent offered a re­ 
w ard some tim e ago of 4,000 lire for 
th e cap ture of the brigand chief, Who 
seem ed to laugh at the efforts of the 
soldiers and police to effect 
his cap­ 
ture. 
His undoing was due to his fondness 
for m usic and the dram a. 
He insisted 
upon v isiting Palerm o to atttend a 
p erform ance at one of the chief p lay­ 
houses, and this led to his cap ture.

by 
a 
substantial, 
m ajority, if a test v ote 
taken 
in 
the house m eans anything. 
The plan 
of the leaders is to pass It w ithout de­ 
lay and hurry it ov er to the senate. 
The outlook for the recip rocity bill in 
the up p er branch of congress is be­ 
coming brighter. 
It is by no m eans 
certain as yet th a t the p act will be 
concurred in by th a t body, but the 
p rosp ects 
for fav orable action 
are 
m ore p rom ising now than they hav e 
been at any oth er tim e since P resident 
T aft transm itted his special m essage 
to congress on the subject. 
The reci­ 
procity bill was taken up in the house 
In sp ite of a rule reserv ing the day for 
the consideration of business affecting 
the D istrict of Columbia. 
It therefore 
becam e neecssary for the friends of 
Canadian recip rocity to set aside the 
rule, and they eld so by a v ote of 19 7 
to 120, thus m aking It clear th at w hat­ 
ev er the fate of the agreem ent in the 
senate, the house intends to follow the 
lead ©f Mr. Taft. 


Demo crats to the Rescue. 
H ere again, howev er, it was dem on­ 
strated th at w ithout the aid of the 
D em ocrats 
the 
p resident’s 
proposal 
would hav e gone to defeat in the house. 
The D em ocrats had already sav ed the 
day once for the p resident by v oting 
th e bill out of the ways and m eans 
com m ittee when the Rep ublican m em ­ 
bers stood ev enly div ided on it. 
The 
action of the D em ocrats indicates th at 
they will hav e a clear title to a large 
m easure of credit for the agreem ent 
if it finally becomes a law. 
All told 
101 Republican m em bers v oted against 
the motion prov iding for the im m edi­ 
ate consideration of the McCall bill. 
N ineteen D em ocrats sided against the 
bill on this test v ote. The m otion was 
adopted by the v otes of 134 D em ocrats 
and only 63 Republicans. 
The R ep ublicans who v oted in oppo­

come 
from 
the 
agricultural 
states of the northw est, New England, 
a few from New York and the border 
states, and a num ber from the m iddle 
west, including a half dozen or so 
from the p resident’s own state of Ohio. 
Among 
the

Rep ublicans 
who showed th eir disap p rov al of reci­ 
p rocity as laid down by the p resident 
w ere Dalzell of Pennsylv ania, Fordney 
of Michigan, Hull of Iowa, K eifer of 
Ohio, and B ennet, Brandley, South- 
wick and K napp of New York.
